Australian Government Thinks Now 
Imperial Conference Should 
Be Held 
The Australian government has 
made known its belief that a new im- 
perial economic conference, similar 
to the great gathering held at Ot- 


| tawa in 1932, should be convened al- 


though perhaps on a smaller scale 
to review the working of the Ottawa 
agreements and make new permanent 
arrangements to replace expiring 
clauses. > 

Australia is chiefly concerned at 
this time with the question of meat 
exports to the United Kingdom. The 
meat clauses expired last year and 
after much negotiation Australia fin- 
ally said it was willing to accede to 
the British suggestion of voluntary 
restriction of meat exports for the 
next three months, on condition Bri- 
tain agrees to take up the question 
of a permanent arrangement, and to 
review the Empire agreements gen- 
erally, at a conference similar to 
that of Ottawa. 

If such a conference is convened 
Australia will urge the quota system 
for certain imports instituted by Bri-

The 
Irish Free State will have nothing 
to do with the British Jubilee. It 
did not tend official felicitations on 
the wedding of the Duke of Kent and 
Princess Marina. Now it talks not 
only of ignoring the King’s Jubilee, 
or keeping away from it, but of actu- 
ally boycotting it. It is an old Irish 
Custom, but how ft can be made 
effective in th's instance is a little 
hard to cee. Tt could only apply, ap- 
parently, to Irish citizens, and they 
do not stem at present inclined to 
jubilate about: anything in a way to 
invite a domiciliary visit by the 
police. 

Irishmen, in fact, are secking new 
grievances instead of causes of re- 
joicing. They rather wnguardedly 
asked the British government what 
it would do with Irish citizens resi- 
dent in England and Scotland, in 
case Ireland were declared a com- 
pletely independent republic. The 
reply they got was that the British 
government was not in the habit of 
answiring hypothetical questions.

Layers of nickel so rich as to ap- 
pear “fabulous” to Brazilian officials 
who have reported on them are being 
exploited in the wild state of Goyaz, 
and their yield is being shipped to 
Germany in large amounts, it was 
disclosed at Rio de Janeiro. 

Jacques de Moraes, government 
technician, recently concluded a study
